The winter’s most severe snowstorm struck 
Andover last Saturday and Sunday, with a 
total of 16 3-4 inches falling: 3 3-4 on Satur- 
day and 13 on Sunday. Workers have been 
busy removing the snow all week, and it is 
expected that by tonight the work will be 
complete. 

The storm cost the town $5945 up to last 
night and today’s cleaning up work will put 
the cost well above the $6,000 mark. A total 
of 21 truck plows were used, and three horse 
drawn street plows were also pressed into 
service. Eleven sidewalk plows were used. 
The number of trucks used in removing snow 
was 29. The snow this year is not being 
dumped en the park but over the banking on 
High street just below Harding. There were 
215 men engaged at different times in the 
work. 

The Board of Public Works had the side- 
walk plows out Saturday and the B. P. W. 
truck took care of the main highways. Sun- 
day morning at 11.30 the entire fleet of trucks 
was called out, and they managed to keep the 
roads clear although hampered by a wind 
which kept blowing the snow back in. 

Special permission was received Monday 
from the W. P. A. office in Beverly to employ 
W. P. A. men on snow removal, and they 
worked through yesterday. Last night the 
town had been pretty well cleared up except 
for a few corners and widening out a few 
county roads. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced 
with the sidewalks the snow finally getting 
ahead of the horses. It was necessary te 
shovel many of the walks out. Last night only 
Carmel road and two Shawsheen streets 
remained to be done. 

The new Austin 77 combination plower 
and scraper is reported to have worked well. 
It comes in handy, Superintendent Gilliard 
said especially when there is some hard 
packed down snow that has to be levelled off. 

The board received a letter this week from 
the state saying that the state would stand 
half the cost of plowing Lowell and Haverhill

Suggests Treasurer, 
Collector Combine 


Committee Appointed by Mod- 
erator Makes Five Economy 
Recommendations 


The possibility of placing the work of the 
tax collector and town treasurer under one 
head, wholesale buying and centralized sup- 
plying of gasoline and oil, joint purchase of 
coal by the board of public works and school 
committee, increasing competitive bidding, 
closing the North school, and revision of the 
methods of distributing free bus tickets to 
school children are suggestions made by the 
special economy committee appointed by 
Moderator Fred Butler as the result of a 
vote taken at the last town meeting. The 
last five are made as recommendations while 
the first is made only as a suggestion that 
the town consider the matter. 

Several of the above matters had already 
been under consideration by town depart- 
ments. The joint purchase of coal was tried 
three years ago by the school board and 
board of public works, but the quantity 
purchase brought no saving and because of 
the inconvenience the plan was dropped the 
following year. 

Last spring the school board had discussed 
closing the North school but after two hear- 
ings in which vigorous opposition was ex- 
pressed, the board decided to leave it open 
another year on the promise that there would 
be several more pupils. The matter will again 
come up for consideration this June. 

The distribution of free tickets has also 
been discussed. In some cases the children 
who have been given tickets have walked, 
and used the tickets later for other purposes. 
At the time it was discussed the commi tee 
felt that if the old ticket had to be passed in 
for a new one, the children would ride rather 
than walk, and there would be no saving.

Town Treasurer Would Keep 
Two Offices Separate

Andover Townsman 
Dear Mr. Editor 

I should like to record my agreement with | 
the recently published recommendations of 
the Economy Committee appointed by the | 
moderator, but, at the same time, make a 
few observations as to the possibility of plac 
ing the work of the tax collector and town | 
treasurer under one head, as suggested for | 
consideration by the committee, though not 
definitely recommended. I think there would 
possibly be a saving of $500, or even $1000, 
depending upon the salary established for the 
new office, but believe that such a change 
would not really be to the advantage of the 
town. I submitted a written question along | 
these lines at a meeting this week of the 
Collectors and Treasurers Association in 
Boston to Commissioner Henry F. Long, | 
who, without knowing our local conditions, | 
stated that, in general, a combination of two | 
offices was inadvisable, not a saving, or of | 
any benefit at all; that the duties of collecting | 
town funds, on the one hand, and of taking | 
charge of and expending them, on the other, | 
were entirely distinct, and that the only | 
connection between the two offices was that | 
they both handled money. He said that only 
the exceptional person would be both a good 
collector and also a good treasurer, and that, 
in combining the offices, valuable checks and 
balances would be lost. I have often heard 
him stress his belief that the collector is the | 
most important official in the whole town 
government. It is not always appreciated, I 
think, that the prompt collection of taxes is 
not only vital to a town’s credit but abso-

Interesting Popula 


At the opening of the new course on the) 
town of Andover at Phillips academy a week | 
ago Wednesday evening, Walter M. Lamont 
gave an interesting analysis of the town from 
the viewpoint of population, occupations, and 
growth. J yet) ’ 

Starting with a brief historical introduction 
Mr. Lamont mentioned that’ the early 
settlers were sturdy, independent and men of 
high ideals. From the early days the growth 
has been gradual, he said, for “up to the 
time of the Shawsheen development there 
was no period in the town’s history when any 
industrial or educational development had 


called a large number to take up residence 
here. The flax and woolen mills and rubber 
factory grew slowly, and the educationa 
institutions likewise. As railroad transporta- 
tion developed and Lawrence grew in popula 
tion more people chose Andover for residence 
and worked in Lawrence, Boston etc. The 
building of Shawsheen village from 1919 1924 
brought many new families to town In a 
short space cf time. This is reflected in the 
increase of 20 percent in the population from 
1920-1930.” 
Population Growth 

Many interesting statistics on the growth 
of Andover’s population were incorporated 
in Mr. Lamont’s discussion, He mentioned 
that the number of ratable polls in 1679 was 
88. This gradually increased up to 1760 when 
there were 442. The population in the last 
few censuses has been as follows; 1910—7301; 
1920—8268; 1930—9969; and 1935-—10,542, 
The 1920 figure was an increase of 13.2 per- 
cent over 1910, the 1930 figure 20.5 percent 
over 1920; and the 1935 figure 5.7 percent 

yer 1930. 
Pye voters in 1935 numbered 2760 and 
female voters 2755. An analysis of the distri- 
bution of the voting strength in the new 
precincts showed 46.2 percent 1n the two 
central precincts; 20.4 percent In Shawsheen; 
16.3 percent on the Hill; 7.5 percent in West 
Andover and 9.6 percent in the Vale. The 
census figures for the old precincts showed the 
center with 44 1-2 percent of the total popula- 
tion, Ballardvale with 11 percent, Shawsheen 
and West Andover with 27 1-2 percent and 
the Hill with 17 percent.

A 318 percent rise in valuation, a 590 per 
cent rise in town expenditures, and a conse 
quential 188 percent rise in the tax rate have 
taken place in Andover in the past 35 years, 
figures compiled recently reveal.
